EDITORIAL NOTES. 


There is a very well authenticated 
story in Washington to the effect that 
even if the bill for the relief of Porter 
gets through the House it stands no 
chance of becomisga law. A Cabinet 
officer is reported as saying that the 
President will veto the bill if it ever 
reaches him. According to the state- 
ment of the Cabinet officer in question 
the Porter matter has been discussed 
several times at Cabinet meetiags, 
and each member of the Cabinet ex- 
pressed himself very freely with re- 
gard to the case. Only one member 
—Secretary Frelinhuysen—is a friend 
to Porter. 


Washoe is as ably represented iv 
both branches of the Legislature as 
she has ever been, and it should be 
the aim of every good citizen to en- 
courage and assist them in every way 
possible, and not allow petty bicker- 
ings and jealousy to interfere with the 
duty they uwe to themselves and the 
people.

The Milwaukee Fire—More Burned 
Bodies Found. 
MILWAUKEE, Jan. 12. 

The identified dead now number 22 
and 45 missing. Three employes— 
Matilda Luce, Annie Mueller anc 
Alice Stohl—reported missiog, turnea 
up this evening all right. The five 
bodies exhumed from the ruins are 
burned beyond recognition, and one 
is in view under a pile of bricks, 
Thus it is supposed 39 bodies are stil! 
in the ruins, making a total loss of 67, 
as far as can be ascertained. 

GALENA, Jan. 13. 

James Earnest of Shellsburg, once 
a member of the Legislature and » 
prominent Democratic politician, was 
doubtless in the ruins of the Newhall! 
House. 

May Desvavs, Jan. 13. 
The fund started for those heroic 
firemen wko labored to save the ser 
vants of the Newhall House will likely 
reach a large sum. 
Cuicaao, Jan. 13. 

A Times Milwaukee dispatch in- 
timates that George Scheller, propri- 
etor of the Newhall House bar-room, 
could, if he would, tell of the origin 
of the fire, and that his actions at the 
time and since are suspicious. 


MILWAUKEE, Jan. 13. 

Search in the ruios of the Newhal! 
House this forenoon resulted in find- 
ing three bodies, all burned beyond 
identitication, making eight bodies 
found io the ruins so far and 30 vic- 
tims, not the slightest knowledge of 
whose bodies they are. All the re- 
mains found so far were discovered in 
excavations started from the main en 
trance in Broadway. It is supposed 
that burned humanity will be sound 
near the area back of the office. 

At a meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce at noon to-day, a call was 
issued for volunteers, and it is expect- 
ed 500 men will respond. 

The gold watches of Howe and 
Murtelle have been identified, leaving 
no doubt that the owners per‘shed. 
Another gold bhunting-case watch was 
found. On one side is the picture of 
a schooner, on the other that of a fish. 


An Undertaker With a Death-bed 
Conuscience. 


Erez, Pa., Jan. 12. 
Yesterday Reeder Moore of Water- 
ford shot himself while lingering be- 
tween life and death. He sent for 
Miss Patterson, to whese rejection of 
his suit he owed the despoadency that 


caused him to commit the deed. They 
had an affecting interview, surrounded 
by coffins and other paraphernalia of 
an undertaker’s shop. Later Moore 
was told he cowld notlive. He evi- 
dently had something on his mind, 
but was determined pot to tell it till 
he was going todie. Finally he sent 
foran old friend named Fred Cum- 
mings, and ordered the room cleared. 
In balf an hour the interview was 
over, and Cummings drove away at 
great speed. From words overheard 
by those at the door, and from a state. 
ment of Frank Moore, brother of de- 
deased, it is reported that the confes- 
sion made to Cummings was in rela- 
tion to a heinious crime committed 
at this place about eight years ago 
and for which Charles Stafford was 
sent to the penitentiary for 20 vears. 
The crime was rape and Miss Eviith 
Woodward was the victim. She was 
waylaid by masked men on the border 
of a wood, and a week later Stafford 
wasarrested, The evidence was purely 
circumstantial, and but for one piece 
of testimony he would have been ac- 
quitted. A witness swore positively 
that the accused admitted in con- 
fidence to him that hé committed the 
outrage. The witness who sent Staf- 
ford to State Prison for 20 years was 
Reeder Moore, the suicide, and it is 
believed his death-bed confession to 
Cummings will exonerate Stafford.

GOoD TO KNOW, 
How to Warm Your Feet Without 
Fire. 

People who write or sew all day, or 
rather those who take but little exer- 
cise, may warm their cold feet with- 
out going to the fire. All that is nec- 
essary is to stand erect and very grad- 
ually to lift one’s self up upon the 


tips of the toes, so as to put all the 
tendons of the foot at full strain. This 
is not to hop er to jump up and down, 
but simply to rise—the slower the bet- 
ter—upon tiptoe, and to remain staod- 
ing at this point of the toes as long as 
possible, then gradually coming to the 
natural position. Repeat this several 
times, and, by the amount of work the 
tips of the toes are made to do in sus- 
taining the body’s weight, a sufficient 
and lively circulation is set up. Even 
a half—frozen teamster can carry this 
plan out. It is ove rule of the “Swed- 
ish movement” system, and, as motion 
warmth is much better than fire warm- 
ing, who suffer with cold feet 
at night can try this plan just before 
retiring to rest.
